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GERMANS REPULSE.| MEXICANS STAY U.S 
ATTACKS IN WEST} CAVALRYMEN RUSH 


Allies Hurl Troosp at the Crown| Border Raiders, Fleeing Troops,

to 300 Carranza troops under shelter 
of a half-mile of trenches covered the 
retreat of seventy to eighty Mexi- 
cans who September 24 attacked the 
village of Progreso, Tex., thirty-five 
miles above here, on the Rio Grande 
river, is alleged in the official report 
tonight of Major Edward Anderson 
of the Twelfth Cavalry. 

Private Henry W. Stubblefield of 
Big Stone Gap, Va., was killed, and 
Captain C.°V. P. Anderson wounded 
in the arm by the attacking Mexi- 
cans, some of whom it is said wore 
Carranza army _ uniforms. Earlier 
reports that Private Kennedy also 
was injured proved incorrect. 

Major Anderson’s report on the 
fight has been forwarded to Major- 
General Frederick Funston at Fort 
Sam Houston, San Antonio, Tex. At 
least two Mexicans are known to 
have been killed. Three detachments 
of troops B and C of the Twelfth 
United States Cavalry are stationed 
in the vicinity of the fight, two of 
thirty men each at the Progresv 
crossing of the Rio Grande and one 
detachment at the Progreso postoffice. 

Another serious development is 
contained in a rumor in Browns- 
ville from -Matameros, Mexico, that 
a trainload of troups was sent out 
from Matamoros, and that these 
troops forméd a part of the body of 
men that aided the Mexican bandits 
in their escape to the Mexican side 
of the Rio Grande. 

The trenches, it is said, were dug 
opposite Pregreso by the Mexicans 
about three weeks ago. Probably 
2000 shots were fired from back of 
the trenches during the two hours 
of fighting on the bank of the Rio 
Grande, the report here said. 

The two detachments of American 
cavalry, in command of Captain C, V. 
P. Anderson and Lieutenant Ralph 
Tolbert, Jr., chased the Mexican band 
of seventy to eighty men to the 
river from Progreso. Here, it is said, 
the Americans could not approach 
the river bank because of a lively 
fire from back of the trenches on th 
Mexican side.

which at some points lasted fifty 
hours, the expected Anglo-French of- 
fensive has begun on the western 
front. 

The communication claims that the 
northern British wing has already 
been repulsed, and that the French 
also have been repulsed near Souchez, 
Neuville, and at most points between 
Champagne and the Argonne. 

The retreating columns lost heavily 
from artillery fire. 


London.—The British and French 
troops have united a far-reaching of- 
fensive movement against the German 
entrenchments on the western front. 
One of the most terrific borbardments 
of the entire war has preceded the ad- 
vance of the infantry, who have en- 
gaged the Germans in hand-to-hand 
combats in front of and in the very 
trenches, 

The most important action probably 
has taken place in Champagne, where 
the French threw thousaffds of shells 
into the German trenches, shelters, 
block houses and batteries, and then 
began a fierce assault on the opposing 
lines between the Suippés-and the 
Aisne rivers, 

The extent of this assault is aot 
recorded in the French official com- 
munication, which, however, declares 
that the first line of German positions 
on that front has been occupied and 
that the French still are making prog- 
ress. 

There has been particularly heavy 
fighting also te the north of Arras, 
‘where the Anglo-French troops have 
gained a foothold at several points 

in the German linés. 

Simultaneously the British war- 
ships have opened a violent bombafd- 
ment at many points of the Belgian 
coast and dispatches from London in- 
timate that a general movement is 
under way, both by land and sea, 
which is likely to bring the western 
zone of the war into the prominence 
it held during the earlier months of 
the great campaign.

San Luis Obispo.—Jesse T. Ruther- 
ford, prominent farmer of the Shan- 
don section, was instantly killed in 
the overturning of his automobile 
near San Luis Hot Sulphur Springs, 
September 25. A 14-year-old son, 
driving the car, was struck in the 
eyes by branches from brush along 
the road, causing him to lose control 
of the car and drive over an em- 
bankment. 


Petaluma.—The Rev. L. L. Loof- 
bourow, who has been pastor of the 
M. E. Church for the past year, leaves 
here October 6 for Honolulu, where 
he has been appointed pastor of the 
church at that place. The Rev. A. 
D. Gilbert, recently of Gilroy, will 
take charge of the Petaluma church. 
The Rey. George Miller will be pastor 
of the rural churches in the Penn- 
grove and Bloomfield districts. 

Berkeley.—Mrs. E. S. Campbell was 
fatally burned last Saturday morn- 
ing in her home at 1418 Milvia street, 
when a pan of grease took fire from 
the stove and ignited her clothes.

BISHOP CONATY IS 
LAID 10 FINAL REST 


Five Thousand Stand With Bared 
Heads as the Cortage 
Reaches Cemetary 


Los Angeles.—With services beau- 
tiful in their sacreq symbolism, the 
Church of Rome Friday, September 


24, performéq the last rites over the 
remains of its faithful ser- 
vant, Right Rev. Thomas J. Conaty, 
bishop of the diocese of Monterey 
and Los Angeles, at St. Vibiana’s 
Cathedral. 

An impressive assemblage of pre 
lates in vestments of black and gold 
occupied positions in the sanctuary 
and performed the solemn _ offices 
which for centuries have marked the 
Passing of the children of the church 
to their eternal rest. * 

At 9:30 a. m. there was a proces- 
sion of priests and prelates from the 
Cathedral residence into the dim in- 
terior of the gacred edifice, which 
was lighted only by the candles on 
the altar and beside the bier. 

Just below the sanctuary in the 
center aisle reposed the body in the 
full pontificial robes and vestments. 
On the breast reposed the pictorial 
cross. The bishop’s ring was in place 
on the white gloved right hand. On 
the lid of the casket lay the bishop's 
Initre. . 

On either side of the casket burned 
three candles. At the head stood the 
guard of honor, six white-uniformed 
members of the. Young. Men's Ingti-| 
tute with bared gabres,. 

As the church began to fill with 
the people the voices of nearly 300 
priests rose in the majestic cadences 
of the offices of the dead. Before this 
solemnly inspiring chant, lasting al- 
most an hour, was concluded, the 
great cathedral was filled, while thou 


sands packed the sidewalks and 
streets outside, unable to gain ad-| 
mission, 


Following the chanting of the 
offices of the dead, the pontificial re- | 
quiem - high mass .was_ celebrated, | 
with Right Rev. Thomas Grace, | 
bishop of Sacramento, as celebrant. 
At its conclusion Most Rev. Edward 
J. Hanna, Archbishop of San Fran- 
cisco, pronounced the eulogy. In this 
the Archbishop paid a tribute such, 
as can only come from the _ heart 
of one touched by the loss of a dear 
friend. 

After the eulogy, the absolutions 
were pronounced by Right’ Rev. 
Joseph S. Glass, Bishop of Salt Lake 
City; Most Rev. Francisco Mendoza, 
Archbishop of Durango, Mexico; Most 
Rey. Alexander Christie, Archbishop 
of Portland; 
Bishop Grace. 

Representatives of the Federal, 
State, county and city governments 
and courts, and delegates from re- 
ligious, civic and fraternal societies 
and clubs met in the basement of 
the Higgins building at 9 o'clock, 
and marched in a body to the 
cathedral. 

A large force of police officers was 
required to clear a way through the 
crowd, which filled the street in front 
of the cathedral, that the procession 
might reach its doors. When these| 
delegations had been assigned to the 
seats reserved- for them, the doors 
were thrown open to the public, and 
the great edifice quickly filled, with- 
out apparently diminishing the crowd 
waiting outside. 

From the cathedral the hearse 
bearing the body of the beloved 
Bishop was followed by one of the 
longest lines of automobiles and car- 
riages ever witnessed in a_ funeral 
procession in this city. 

As the cortege passed out Stephen- 
son avenue, hundreds of Catholic 
school children lined the curbing on 
either side, and gracefully dipped 
Purple sashes as a tribute to the dead 
Bishop. The sight brought tears to 
the eyes of many who followed the 
hearse in automobiles. 

Fully 500 persons stood with bared 
heads about the tombstones in Cal-

vary Cemetery when the funeral cor- 
tege arrived, shortly after 1 o'clock. 

The cemetery chapel was banked 
with magnificent floral pieces from 
practically every Catholic organiza- 
tion in the southland. 

Shortly after the coffin had been 
Placed near the altar, the priest’s 
choir chanted the benedictus, and the 
final blessing was asked by Arch- 
bishop Hanna of San Francisco. The 
heavy metallic coffin bearing on one 
end the insoription, Thomas J. Conaty, 
D. D., was then lowered slowly into a 
vault beneath the chapel floor.

Deserted by Pals, Weak From 
Hunger, Man Surrenders 
to Watsonville Officer 


Watsonville—James McGill, a man 


with a shifting eye and a face which 


betokens at least a weak character 
and mind, who declares he is a 
nurse by profession, but more re 
cently has been engaged in the I. 
W. WwW. campaign of terrorism 
throughout Central California, sur- 
rendered himself to the police here 
September 24 and made a confes- 
sion which is believed to be true by 
the local officers. 

He was taken to Stockton, where 
he plead guilty to setting fire to a 
grain warehouse at Lodi about ten 
days ago. 

Sheriff Ricks of San Joaquin county 
was notifled of McGill's arrest, and 
a deputy from that office took him 
back to Stockton to face sentence. 

He declared when interviewed in 
his cell in the City Prison here that 
he was ready to take his medicine 
and wanted to get the matter off his 
conscience. 

According to McGill’s statement, he 
left two companions in the work of 
arson, Charles Anderson and Tony 
Williams, at He came direct 
to Watsonville and they were to have 
joined him /here. 

They planned to do several jobs in 
this vicinity, but particularly the de- 
struction of the George Hooke can- 
nery on Walker street. 

Alone, however, McGill’s courage 
failed him and with the non-arrival 
of his companions his hunger finally 
got the better of him and he de- 
cided to give himself up. 

McGill had a part in the destruc- 
tion of the Roseuberg Brothers’ can- 
nery at San Jose on August 26th. 
At this time he, Williams and An- 
derson were working together. 

McGill declares his part in the af- 
fair was the stealing of some waste 
from a box car in the Southern Pa- 
cific yards in San Jose, which was 
used in starting the blaze. 

After the San Jose blaze the three 
men went to Stockton when WII- 
liams and Anderson, he says, set fire 
to a big lumber yard. He himself 
was delegated to go to Lodi, where 
he says he started a blaze under a 
big grain warehouse, which resulted 
in its destruction. 

Returning to Stockton he met his 
two companions and went to Niles. 
There they separated, expecting to 
meet again here. However, Ander- 
son and Williams failed to show up 
and McGill, becoming discouraged, 
decided to surrender himself. 

According to McGill, he is a mem- 
ber of the Portland branch of the 
Industrial Workers of the World. It 
was at the Portland headquarters of 
that organization that he met An- 
derson and Williams and they de 
cided to come to California. He him- 
self arrived in San Francisco last 
December, where he claims to have 
secured a job in the City and County 
Hospital as nurse. 


FORD'S SUBMARINE IDEA 
CLAIMED BY PROFESSOR 


New York.—Professor Herschel C. 
Parker said September 23 that he 
was the originator of the dimunitive 
submarine idea laid before Secretary 
Daniels by Henry Ford and an- 
nounced his desire to give the in- 
vention to the United States as a 
contribution to his country’s defense. 

He described his invention as a 
“motor torpedo,’’ and said he sub- 
mitted it to Mr. Ford last July. 

Professor Parker, who won the 
recognition of scientists by climbing 
Mt. McKinley, explained that he had 
worked out the gasoline-propelled 
submersible primarily as a defensive 
craft. It will have a speed of per- 
haps forty miles. 

It is Professor Parker's theory that 
a small fleet of these vessels Could be 
carried on the decks of a ship and 
sent out to meet invaders. -Because 
of their speed he believes they should 
the more easily elude destroyers and 
other submarines, run close to the 
vessels of an invading fleet and dis- 
charge their torpedoes with great ac- 
curacy.

(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 

Onee a year the farmer has to fill 

his silo. 


the regular routine of farm life, and 
unless considerable thought is given 
the matter beforehand, it is likely to 
prove unnecessarily expensive. Infor- 
mation collected by investigators in 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture will, therefore, prove useful to 
farmers who have not worked out for 
themselves the most economical system, 

Because the silo has been in use for 
some years in these states, the inves- 
tigators selected Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan for their work. Cost recor 
31 farms were carefully kept, reveal- 
img a wide divergence in the cost of 
labor per tou of filling the silu. It was 
found, for, example, that one farmer 
did this for 46 cents, while another 
had to spend 86 cents. The average 
cost was 64 cents, 

The cost of labor varies considera- 
bly, and in order to ascertain the most 
satisfactory method, the investigators 
adopted for their comparisons a uni- 
form rate of 15 cents an hour for men 
and the same rate for a team of two 
horses, Engine hire, including the 
engineer, was placed at $4.50 per day, 
coal at $5 per ton and gasoline at 13 
cents a gallon. Ten hours were con- 
sidered a day’s work. While these 
figures cannot, of course, be consid- 
ered as absolute, they afford a conven- 
ient basis for the individual farmer’s 
ealeulation of the expense of filling 
his silo. The various methods em- 
ployed on the farms that were investi- 
gated were classified in three groups. 

(1) The most common practice was 
to have one man with three horses on 
a corn harvester cutting corn in the 
field; two men to load the wagons in 
the field; three or four men with 
teams, depending on the distance from 
the field to the silo, to haul the corn 
to the cutter; one man to run the en- 
gine when steam was used for power, 
and, occasionally, when gasoline en- | 
gines were used, one man to feed the 
cutter and one man in the silo to spread | 
and tramp the silage. Each teamster 
pitched off his own load. This makes a 
crew of eight or nine men, exclusive of 
the man who tends the engine. - 


(2) In cases where there is a short- 
age of teams the following method is 
generally practiced: One man, with 
three horses, cuts the corn; two men 
load the wagons in the field; two men, 
or boys, with teams, haul the corn to 
the cutter; one man unloads the 
wagons; one man feeds and one man| 
works in the silo. As soon as a load 
arrives at the eutter the teamster 
changes his team for an empty wagon 
and goes back to the field after another 
load. When a wagon is unloaded it is 
run out of the way by hand. With 
this method, boys who are not strong 
eneugh to handle the green corn, can 
be utilized to drive thé teams. This 
method requires a crew of six men 
and two boys, exclusive of the engine 
tender, 


(3) When enough horses are avail- 
able ‘and help is scarce, the following 
arrangement of men and teams is a

The relative merits of these methods 
depend upon the conditions prevailing 
on each farm. The best method is 
that in which the working force is most 
evenly balanced, that is, where all are 
working continuously. In the majority 
of casés in which the eost rose to an 
unduly high figure, a poor arrangement 
of the help was found to be chiefly re- 
sponsible for the extra expense. It is 
not necessary to rush men and teams to 
their fullest extent in order to get the 
work done cheaply. If all are working 
continuously and no one hindered by 
the others, economy will result. Two 
or three men and teams waiting to un- 
load at the cutter or to load in the 
field represent loss of valuable time. 


The factor that should control the 
size of the crew is the capacity of the 
silage cutter. On one farm, for exam- 
ple, on which the cost of filling the silo 
was found to be 80 cents a ton, 14 men 
were employed. The work could have 
been done just as well with ten, for as 
much silage would have been cut in the 
same time if there had been only two 
men instead of four, pitching on the 
field; three men instead of four hauling 
with teams, and one man instead of two 
in the silo. Deducting the wages of the 
four men and one team that were not 
needed, would lower the cost of filling 
at this plage from 80 to 64 cents a ton. 
In this case the cutter was of medium 
size. With the proper arrangement of 
help, such a cutter may be used almost 
as economically as a larger one, but 
most farmers wish to push the filling 
through us fast as possible and prefer 
therefore whenever possible to use a 
large-sized cutter. 


The five men who filled their silos 
with the greatest economy used blow- 
ers to elevate the silage instead of the 
slat carrier. The chief objection to the 
blower is that it takes so much power 
to run it, but as a matter of fact, it was 
found that the power used on these 
farms would have been, in most cases, 
quite sufficient to handle the largest ma- 
chines; and in only one case was there 
too little power to run a medium-sized 
blower. Where a blower is used care 
should be taken to have the pipe stand 
as nearly p@pendicular as possible. In 
one case whete the cutter was set too 
far from the silo and the pipe at an 
angle of 30 degrees from the perpen- 
dicular, a 12 horse-power engine could 
not handle the eutter satisfactorily 
when it was operated to anything like 
its full capacity. After the owner 
changed the position of the cutter, put- 
ting it clese to the silo and thus mak- 
ing the pipe more nearly perpendicular 
no more difficulty was experienced with 
clogging. :

Stone Interests Scientists. 

A great deal of interest has been 
recently directed to samples of itaco!- 
umite, a stone which is found in Bra- 
ail. When flexible, itacolumite ig 
cut into thin plates and, when ex- 
amined with a microscope, it is found 
to be composed almust entirely of 
fine grains of sand of peculiar shape, 
with indented edges, which interlock 
like the fingers of clasped hands. The 
flexibility of the material results from 
this interlocking of the grains of sand, 
of which it is chiefly composed. Al- 
though few persons know that stone 
can be anything but hard, the flexible 
stone is not so much of a curiosity as 
{it seems, fur it is found {n North Caro- 
lina, and ‘there are specimens of it in 
the cases of a Philadelphia collection. 
The sensation of handling a piece of 
stone which bends like a piece of 
rubbef: is a strange experience. If 
handled too roughly the stone breaks.
